TO PEACE’ 


Eban invites Riad to 
meet him at the U.N.

Israel’s Foreign Minister Abba Eban yesterday publicly invited Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Mahmoud Riad to meet him in New York this month to discuss 


ἃ Suez Canal settlement, or an overall peace agreement. 

Mr. Eban flung the challenge to Mr. Ried in a 45-minute policy address to the U.N. General 
Assembly. He suggested that talks on the deteils and principles of 2 Sues Canal settlement be held 
under the auspices of the U.S. which had made its good offices available for the purpose. Discussions on 
the establishment of peace in accordance with Security Council resolution 242, Mr. Ean said, could be 
under the chairmanship of Ambassador Gunnar Jarring, on the basis of Israel's and Egypt's memo- 
randa to the Secretary-General's peace envoy of last February. 


There was no immediate official 
response from Mr. Riad to the 
invitation, which had been made, 
ard rejected, before. The Egyptian 
Foreign Minister heads his cour- 
try's delegation to the General As- 
sembly. 

Mr. Ebat proposed to Mr. Riad 
that both should take their “guid- 
ance from the spirit which inspires 
the international life of our age." 
This he described as the spirit of 
innovation and communication. Point- 
ing out that the past year had been 
marked by. direct contacts among 
governments, ‘sometimes despite the 
lack of mutual recognition or legal 
relations — as evidenced by West 
Germany's agreements with the 
Soviet Union, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia, contacts between the U.S. 
and Communist China, the Paris 


talks on Vietnam, direct relations . 


between India and Pakistan, politi- 
cal reconciliation in the Irish dis- 
pute — Mr. Eban «said: 

“The central theme of tnterna- 
tional life in 1971 is direct con- 
tact, the abandonme:, of traditional 
conflict, and fiexib.e, pragmatic 
negotiation.” 

The Foreign Minister assured the 
General Assembly that ‘Israel's 
deepest aspiration Is to take part 
in a new development of energies 
in the service of a peaceful order 
or relations in the Middle East.” 
He said, “If the Arab states, and 
especially Egypt, sincerely desire an 
honourable and lasting peace, there 
are many roads leading to that 
goal.” Mr. Eban Usted five such 
roads, or options: 


REFUGEE PARLEY 

In addition to the two major op- 
tlons of a Suez Canal agreement, 
and the resumption of negotiations 
under Dr. Jarring on an overall settle- 
ment, there were aiso the possibill- 
tles of holding an international con- 
ference’ on the refugees, joint elabo- 
ration of tthe general principles of 
ἃ future peace, and a new Rhodes- 
type conference. Mr. Eban devoted 
the main part of his address to the 
explanation of Israel's concept of a 
diversity of ‘open roads to peace. 
@ “The first road Hes in the Suez 
Canal agreement,” stated Mr. Eban, 
and listed several reasons for giv- 
ing priority to this attempt. Al- 
though ‘m past addresses to the 
Assembly he had advocated reliance 
on the rule of “fusion under high 
temperature,” the Foreign Minister 
now conceded: “A sudden transition 
from a conflict of more than two 
decades to total sei Slement has prov- 
ed ἴσος, Fi mae. mors rattona? 
to expect progress by stages. Bach 
stage would bring 2.out a solution 


of a specific problem, while open- 


ing the way to further agreemeut 
and thus to final peace." 

Also: “The Suez Canal sector calls 
urgently for disengazement. It is 
there that the regivzal tension is 
compounded by the military pre- 
sence of a great power. Disengage- 
ment here is an urgent thternational 
interest.” Furthermore, a “concrete

The cancellation was announced 
by Prime Minister Saeb Salam af- 
ter a three-hour Cabinet session. 
The strike has ended. 

The Cabinet will hold an extra- 
ordinary meeting tomorrow to ex- 
plore other sources for a $20m. de- 
velopment programme, said Salam.

CAIRO (UPI). — Egyptian war- 
planes yesterday forced a British 
cargo aircraft, which flew over the 
Suez Canal military frontlines, to 
land at Cairo Airport, the Middle 
East News Agency said. 

The plane, which was on a flight 
from Jeddah to Athens, was later 
allowed to leave for the Greek 
capital, the agency said. 

The plane landed in Cairo at 7 
p.m. Hs captain, identified only as 
Bernard, said he was following 
flight directions he obtained from 
Jeddah and Luxor airports. : 

The plane, he said, was a cargo 
aircraft and carried no passengers 
with the exception of its three-man 
crew.

He noted that 
the proposal “represents far-reach- 
ing concessions on Israel's part — 
it Involves 2 movement from the 
cease-fire line ahead of peace. it 
mitigates the accepted principle that 
no withdrawal need take place ahead 
of a contractual mutually egreed 
peace, The prestige, benefits and re- 
yenues from the Canal, as well as the 
crossing of the Canal by Egyptian 
civilian personnel, would be Egyp- 
tian, not Israeli, gains.” 

In an obvicus effort to allay 
Egyptian fears that a partiel Suez 
accord might be frozen into per- 
manence, Mr. Eban assured the As- 
sembly that, as far 258 Israel was 
concerned, the accord would only 
give “new impetus to tue Jarring 
mission, which is now in abeyance,” 
and would not be the last word. 
Οἱ the contrary, its conclusiors and 
observance would create a favour- 
able channel ‘for further agree- 
ments... Egypt's right to present 
‘its claims in the cverall peace nego- 
tiations would remain intact, as 
would Israel's freedom to present 
its own proposals and reservations.” 
eo ‘The resumptions of negotie- 

tions under Ambassador Jar- 
ring’s auspices.” The reason these 
talks were now in abeyance, Mr. 
Eban suggested, was “plain. The 
Security Council resolution requires 
that the withdrewal and boundary 
clauses of the peace agreement, like 
all its other provisions, must be 
determined through agreement, 
which, of course, implies negotia- 
tion.” However, “Egypt declines to 
hold any dialogue or negotiation 
whatever on this point. It lays down 
its own position as an ultimative 
condition to which Israel must sub- 
mit before negotiations begin. In- 
deed, it is not clear why negotia- 
tions would be needed at all if the 
Egyptian view has to be accepted 
in advance.” 

Mr. Bban proposed to the As- 
sembly that Israel's “right to nego- 
tiate boundaries that would release 
her from chronic and desperate 
vulnerability belongs to her as to 
avery sovereign state," such as the 
bigger European yowers which in- 
sisted on “secure and recognized 
boundaries" after Worid Wer I. 


THREE REASONS 

He also offered three specific rea- 
sons which confirmed that right. 
First, that under the armistice re- 
gime there had been “no legal boun- 
dary between Israel and Egypt,” 
for example, “but only a line that 
was fixed in pursuance of the armis- 
tice agreement" — in the words of 
Egyptian Deputy Foreign Minister 
Abmed Hirat some years before 
1967. Secondly, “Israel's adherence 
to the Security Council resolufion 
(242) and the Jarring mission was 
secured on the most explicit under- 
standing that the resolution offered 
an opportunity to negotiate agree- 
ments on boundaries and with- 
drawal.” For proof, Mr. Eban cited 
some later statements by U.S. 


Secretary of State William Rogers, 
Assistant Secretary Joseph Sisco, 
and Former British Foreign Secre- 
tary Michael Stewart. 

Thirdly, the historie record of Is- 
rael’s grave peril barely four years 
ago was an argument for such bor- 
cer modifications as were “essential 
to ensure security and- prevent an- 
other war.” Israel, said Mr. E:ban, 
contradicting the main Arab theme 
in the Assembly, “does not have a 
Policy of expansion or annexation.” 
Israel was, however, entitled to bor- 
ders which did not constitute “a 
Permanent temptation to assault.’ 
He added: 

“In the framework of a peuce 
settlement with Egypt, Israel would 
withdraw from the cease-fire Hnes. 
We have never asserted that in a 
condition of peace it would be ne- 
cessary for our troops to remain 
im all of Sinai or even in most of 
it, But there are vital interests af- 
fecting security, peace and naviga- 
tion which impel us to reserve the 
right to attempt in the peace 
negotiations to secure a con- 
tractual tasis for a continued pre- 
sence in order to safeguard security 
and navigation, There are several 
juridical expressions and precedents 
for such an arrangement. Our em- 
phasis is on practical security con- 
ditions, not on any particular juri- 
dical formula." 

This was understood to be a re- 
ference to the possibilty of Israel’s 
obtaining, by agreement with Egypt, 
rights of control — in Sharm el- 
Sheikh, for example — which were 
short of territorial sovereignty. 


AVOIDS CRITICISM 


Mr. Eban carefully avoided direct 
erlticism of Dr. Jarring’s February 
memorandum, which celled for Is- 
raeli withdrawal to the old armis- 
tice lines in Sinai — with the ex- 
ception of the Gaza Strip. The For- 
eign Minister noted that, (contrary 
to some allegations, including Dr. 
Jarring’s own) the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment had not, in its Feb. 15 me- 
morancum, fully endorsed the Swed- 
ish envoy's proposals. He conceded, 
in effect, that the proposals had not 
been accepted by Israel in 
its Feb. 26 memorandum. But he 
strongly argued, without mention- 
ing eny names, against Dr, Jarring’s 
insistence that he would not con- 
tinue his mission unless Israel first 
subscribed to it. 

Mr. Eban strongly rejected the 
notion that “the establishment of a 
negotiated peace between Israel and 
Egypt will never be possible except 
on the basis of a workirg paper 
which dé not secure-the agreement 
of the parties.” 

Pointedly recailing that Dr. Jar- 
ring had not paralyzed bis mission 
following Egypt's rejection of his 
proposal for a Rhodes-type con- 
ference in 1968, Mr. Eban stated: 
“If Egypt will agree to pursue ner 
gotiattons in a detailed and con- 
crete manner without prior condi- 
tions on all the points listed in the 
Israeh and Egyptian memorandum 
of February 1971, the road to mea- 
ningful negotiation lies open.” 

e An international conference on

WASHINGTON. — After three high- 
level meetings with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrel Gromyko, 
American officials are reported to 
be hopeful of Moscow’s cooperation 
in working for an interim settie- 
ment in the Middle East. 

‘This assessment follows meetings 
between Mr. Gromyko and President 
Nixon at the White House on Wed« 
nesday and with Secretary of State 
Rogers in New York last Friday 
and in Washington yesterday. 

Diplomatic sources say that Mr. 
Gromyko raised no substantive ob- 
jection to the role the U.S. was 
playing ss middleman and expressed 
views which encouraged the Nixon 
Administration to expect Soviet as- 
sistance fn ensuring the tnterim 
settlement if the parties themselves 
seemed close to achieving an under- 
standing. 

Despite Mr. Gromyko's call at the 
U.N. on Tuesday for Middle East 
diplomatic efforts to be returned to 
the four-power framework, Amer- 
jean officials maintain that Moscow 
has not yet tried seriously to im- 
pede Washington's intermediary ac- 
tivities. : 

From all available accounts the 
Middle East has not figured highly 
on the agenda in the Soviet-Amer- 
ican talks. 

In briefing reporters on the talks, 
White House and State Department 
officials have emphasised such topics 
as the progress in the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks, prospects 
for mutual troop reductions In Eu- 
Tope, disarmament talks, a Euro- 
pean security conference, Berlin, and 
the arrangements for modernising 
the Washington-Moscow “hot-line" 
on which an agreement was signed 
yesterday. 

The White House spokesman, Mr. 
Ronald Ziegler, for example, said 
Vietnam and the Middle Bast were al- 
50 touchedonin the Nixon-Gromyko 
talks, but gave no further details.

WASHINGTON. — The U:S. has 
reassured Egypt that it is stilkcom- 
mitted to an overall settlement in 
the Middle East but has urged 
Cairo to be realistic and agree fo an 
interim settlement as the only solu- 
tion which Israel is prepared to 
accept for the present, 

The American view was put on 
Wednesday in discussions between 
Secretary of State William Rogers 
and Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mabmoud ‘Riad. The State Depart- 
Ment spokesman, Mr. Robert Mc- 
Closkey, said after the two-hour 
meeting that both sides had agreed 
“that an interim agreement is re- 
lated to the effort to get an over- 
all settlement (according to U.N. 
Security Council resolution 242) 
and is not an end in itself.” 

While the Nixon Admizistration 
ackvowledges that an interim set- 
tlement might result in a new 
‘status quo, they see no concretc 
alternative given Israe’s funda- 
mental objections to the Rogers’ 
plan for an overall settlement. 

According to American officials 
and Mr. Riad, the meeting has left 
the door open to further diplomatic 
initiative by the U.S. Informed 
sources said the key to any real 
movement now depends on Mr. 
Riad’s second meeting with Mr. 
Rogers, expected to take place in 
New York next week after the 
Secretary meets with Israel For- 
eign Minister Abba Eban on Mon- 
day evening. 

American officials, who described 
the Rogers-Riad meeting as “spiri- 
ted and quite frank,” said the Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister had not 
brought any fresh proposals to 
Washington nor had Mr. Rogers 
outlined any new American ones. 
None of the parties involved be- 
lieved that new proposals were 
needed, said the U.S. officials, as 
much as reconciliation of differen- 
ces over the existing proposals.

U.S., Soviet 
sign pact on 
accidental war 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Secretary 
of State William Rogers and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
signed an agreement yesterday alm- 
ed at preventing an outbreak of ac- 
cidental' war between the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union. 

* At a ceremony in the State De- 
partment, they also signed a second 
agreement to establish a faster con- 
tact hot-line- between Washington 
and ‘Moscow, operating vie satellites 
orbiting above the earth in place 
of the existing system running by 
undersea cable and landlines. It 
was estabHshed in 1963. 

The communications between 
White ‘House and Kremlin leaders, 
when and if necessary, will continue 
to be by teleprinter rather than by 
voice, officials sald. 

The two agreements go into ef- 
fect immediately and require no 
further action by either government 
— or by the United Nations. The 
two agreements are bilateral, ne- 
gotiated by U.S. and Soviet repre- 
sentatives at the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks (Salt). 

The first agreement states that 
the two countries will improve or-

WASHINGTON (AF). — U.S. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury John Con- 
nally assured the world yesterday 
that the U:S. will be prepared to 
remove its 10 per cent Import sur- 
charge if other governments “make 
tangible progress” in coming weeks 
to dismantle their trade barriers 
and permit the establishment of 
realistic currency exchange rates, 

But Mr. Connally's address, pre- 
pared for the annual meeting of 
the ἜΑ neton International Mone- 
tary ἃ, discouraged proposals 
from the major trading nations that 
the American dollar be devalued 
directly In terms of gold 

“A change in the gold price is 
of no real significance and would be 
patently a retrogressive step towards 
our objective: to reduce, if not eli- 
minate, the role of gold in any new 
monetary system,” said the U.S. 
chief delegate to the monetary con- 
ference. He went on: 

“Removal of the surcharge, prior 
to making substantial progress to- 
ward our objectives, would a¢com- 
plish nothing toward correcting the 
balance of payments deficit.”

He also boasted that the 
1958 merger with Syria, which col- 
lapsed three years later, followed a 
visit he himself had paid to Syria 
late in 1957. 

Sadat hardly mentioned the 1960s, 
during which Nasser restored much 
of his pan-Arab leadership follow- 
ing the summit conferences he had 
managed to convene, Nor did he dis- 
euss the post-1967 period, saying 
only that “Nasser spent three-and- 
a-half years of pain, bitterness and 
iliness,” while shouldering his res- 
ponsibilities “day and night.” 

Now that the Nasser anniversary 
has ended —at least until next Sep- 
tember — Sadat, who apparenily 
alms at undermining the Nasser le- 
gend altogether, goes on building up 
his own image.

‘Sounding out the eye 


A HIGHLY sophisticated electro- 
nic apparatus which uses sound 
waves to detect eye disorders has 
been, Geveloped at the electronic 
workshop of the Hebrew University 
by Dr. Alan Susal, an American 


guest clinical fellow and iecturer ; _ 


at the Hadassah-University Hospital, 
the University reports. 

The apparatus, 1 
went into operation at the hospital's 
Eye Clinic, has been produced at 
such low cost that it may become 
a feasible acquisition for hospitals 
throughout the world, the University 
says. 


The equipment, named the “B-

mode” or intensity modulated ultra- "= 


sonic diagnostic apparatus, projects 
onto an oscilloscope an easily in- 
terpreted, composite, two-dimension- 
al picture of the eye and its sur- 
roundings, showing normal and pa- 
thological variations. This should 
enable easy recognition of any dis- 
orders and could be partleularly 
valuable in cases where the ocular 
media of the eye are clouded and 
cannot be visually examined. 
California-born Dr. Susal, 33, ar- 
rived at Hadassah in May, 1970, to 
help initiate the use of a less s0- 
Phisticated instrument — the “A- 
mode" ultrasound — and to instruct 
doctors in its operation. This iat- 
ter instrument has been in use in the 
U.S. and Europe for the past few 
years. The Jerusalem hospital has 


introduced this apparatus in the 
Middle East, and conducts an ac- 
tive ultrasonic clinic where patients 
are examined twice a week. 

Exp the development of 
ultrasound in medicine, Dr. Susal 
says that, after World War ΤΊ, re- 
searchers started using sound waves 
to probe body tissues. They were 
able to get images and determine 
the positions and relationships of 
body structures. This was then de- 
veloped into a field of medical diag- 
nosis known as medical diagnostic 
ultrasound. Whereas X-ray tech- 
Diques are used primarily to 
examine the hard tissues of the 
body such ag bones, ultrasonic diag- 
nostic equipment can be more ad- 
vantageously used for the soft tis-

month, A clinical demonstration be- 
fore delegates at a recent interna- 
tional seminar on “The Prevention 
of Blindness" was enthusiastically 
received. 

Dr. Susal explains that the B- 
mode ultrasound uses several dif- 
ferent A-mode scans to produce a 
two-dimensional, section-like picture 
of the eye and its surroundings, It 
allows one to precisely localate and 
Measure the pathalogical conditions 
in relation to other parts of the 
eye, and to get a display which 
is more easly interpreted by the 
investigating physician. It thus over- 
comes the main disadvantages of 
the A-mode apparatus. 

Dr. Susal believes that his B- 
mode apparatus can perform essen- 
tlally the same functions as the 
existing equipment, and in many 
eases perform them better. Yet, It 
has been developed on such 8. low 
budget that it should be possible to 
produce and market the B-mode at 
ἃ retail price of between $8,000 and 
$10,000, which would be within the 
reach of many medical centres both 
in Israel and abroad. ©

US. revokes 
citizenship of 
ex-S.S. woman 


NEW YORK (AP). — The U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service will decide in the next few 
weeks whether to seek the deporta- 
tion to Austria of a woman who 
served as a guard-supervisor in 
Nazi concentration camps. 

Mrs. Hermine Braunsteiner Ryan, 
52, of New York City, consented 
Tuesday to an order revoking her 
U.S. citizenship. Mrs. Ryan was an 
Austrian citizen before she became 
a naturalized American in 1963, 
when she came to the U.S. with her 
husband, an American citizen. 

The government sought revoca- 
tion of Mrs. Ryan's citizenship on 
the grounds that she failed to note 
on her citizenship application her 
membership in the S.S. and her ser- 
vice at the Ravensbruck camp in 
Austria and the Maidanek camp in 
Poland and that she concealed her 
conviction by an Austrian court in 
1949 for torturing and mistreating 
camp inmates. 

It was explained that Immigration 
service lawyers would take some 
time, perhaps several weeks, before 
deciding on whether to seek a de- 
portation order. 


“I am persoaaliy sorry,” Jaya- 
wickrema said, “that “umnesty In- 
ternational got dregged into this 
unfortunate episode. After Lord 
Avebury’s persistent attempts to 
enter prison camps without permis- 
sion, we had no choice but to treat 
him as a journalist who had broken 
the rules.”

“TPHIS portrait of a Jew is exact- 
ly what an anti-Semite would 
have painted,” commented “France- 
Soir,” the mass-circulation Paris 
newspaper after the state television 
network's recent showing of the 
film “Silbermann.” Based on the 
1920 novel by French academician 
Jacques de Lacretelle, Pierre Car- 
dinal’s production telis the story of 
a Jewish teenager's ordeal in 8 
secondary school here just before 
the First World War. David Silber- 
mann is the gon of an immigrant 
from Poland who, after fleeing the 
Tsarist pogroms, becomes a success- 
ful antique dealer. One day he is 
charged with receiving stolen goods 
and the case is entrusted to aa 
examining magistrate whose son, 
Philippe, happens to be David's best 
sehool chum. David asks his friend 
to explain to his father that the. 
accusations levelled against Mon- 
sleur Silbermann are false. The 
magistrate is infuriated by the boy's 
intervention and obtains David's ex- 
pulsion from the school. 

But the two friends continue to 
meet secretly. Philippe overhears 
ἃ conversation between his parents 
during which his father recognizes 
that Monsieur Silbermann has been 
framed. The magistrate also says 
that he is gtad to be shot of the 
whole business because an M-P. has 
promised him promotion up the 

ladder if the case is dis- 
missed. But David is so sickened 
that he abandons his plans to be- 
come a great French author and 
emigrates to the United States. 


Problem analysed 


The Communist Party's organ, 
“L'Humanite,” heartily approved the 
condemnation of this film by its 
rival, ‘Wrance-Soir,” describing it 
as “a bad action.” The right-wing 

᾿ and frequently anti-Semitic weekly 
“Minute” dismissed this criticism 
under the taunt headline “Goeb- 
bels on the Telly?” But only the in- 
tellectual left-wing weekly "France- 
Observateur” went to the trouble 
to analyse the fundamental problem 
at issue in two excellent articles 
in which television critic Maurice 
‘Clavel defended the programme and 
film director and reviewer Michel 
Cournot attacked it. 


Cournot argued that young Sil- 
bermann had been presented as a 
sort of child monster, whose ultra- 
smart clothes contrast disagreeably 
with the hand-me-downs qf his 
classmates and his gift of the gab, 
pretemtiousness and superiority with 
their own mediocrity. Cynically, 
David explains to them how in 
order to get good marks all they 
need to do is to parrot the teacher's 
own Idiotic prejudices. Cournot add- 
ed: “Little Silbermann is presented on 
the TV screen as collapsing be- 
neath the burden of mannerisms 
and defects which anti-Semitic pro- 
pagande attributes to the ‘Jews.’ 
He is absolutely odious.” 


Nice chap 


Taking up the cudgels Clavel re- 
torted: “You know full well that 
persecution endows its victims with 
subtlety and therefore .with. intel- 
lectual superiority; which, in‘; turn 
gives birth to envy and consequent~ 
ly to persecution.” The TV critic, 
who is one of the most brilliant 
polemicists of modern French let- 
ters, went on: “You would have 
liked David Siibermann to be a 
nice chap in the softest and most 
abject sense of the word Yes, a 


nice mediocrity amid the mediocri-- 


ties, as a shameful Jew would Hke 
himself to be.” Η 
Cournot argued that so delicate 
@ subject, which would inspire 
thought and reflection in a book, wag 
a dangerous theme for a picture 
where the audience immediately ab- 
sorbed each shot without any effort 
of rationalization: “A TV set és not 
@ newspaper stand or a library. 
On television there is no choice — 
or only the choice between two 
channels. At this stage ‘the anti- 
Semittsm in‘ question ‘becomes

compulsory viewing for millions of 
Frenchmen.” Cournot accused the 
French network, the ORTF which 
recently refused to show “Grief and 
Pity," a film about wartime colla- 
boration with the Nazis in France, 
of failing its responsibilities in pre- 
senting an anti-Semitic picture. 
Clavel replied by asking how many 
Frenchmen could be sure that their 
ancestors at the time of the Drey- 
fus Affair and, a few years later, 
of the fictitious plot of “Silbermann,” 
had not helped to create the dis- 
trust of France and the Zionist 
dream among immigrant Jews, and 
particularly so for Theodor Herzl. 
He commented: “Israel has finally 
broken out of the vicious circle. 
But you, who cannot bear to see 


the Jews making Judea Jewish, you rug 


worthy descendants of your fore- 
bears, can’t you see that you are 
turning this vicious circle into 
a diabolical spiral?" 

Clavel accused the programme's 


opponents of refusing the portrait 
of the young Jew “combining the 
best France has to offer — its 
culture — and the worst — its 
bourgeoisie.” He added: “It i Is- 
rael, already present in this 
‘aim as a necessary refuge, which 
you treat with revulsion. But why 
do you good souls refuss them this 
refuge? Ah! How you love martyrs, 
so that you can be sorry for them! 
But then tell us, where are the 
anti-Semites? Personally, I prefer 
them when they shed their disguise.” 

But Cournot replied that this analy- 
sis was too subtle for an after- 
dinner television audience. He quoted 
the French publisher Eric Losfeld, 
whose efforts to mar et sophis- 
Heated eraphy ve run 
es Not af trouble with the 
censorship, as saying he would 
rather shoot himself than publish 
“Mein Kampf" or the works of the 
French anti-Semitic propagandist 
Edouard Drumont. So the debate 
continues. Should anti-Semitism be 
a taboo subject for the French TV 
and press? Is it a theme which is 
best forgotten and swept under the 
2 de two sensttive left-wing 
fmteHectuals such as Clavel and 
Cournot cannot agree, it will be 
difficult to find any sort of con- 
sensus elsewhere in France on this 
issue.

‘Affluent nations 
don’t give 
enough to poor’

The affluent one-third of the 
world, with an output of two tril- 
lion dollars a year, can only spare 
$13.6 bition, or about three-quar- 
ters of one per cent, for the deve- 
lopment of the other two-thirds of 
humanity,” Mr. David ‘Horowitz, 
Governor of the Bank of Israel, 
told the World Bank in Washington. 
yesterday. 

Attacking the hedonism and spi- 
ritual degeneration manifest in the 
advanced countries, Mr. Horowitz 
said: “After the Second World War, 
the victorious powers proved eqital 
to the challenge posed by the ruin 
and destruction of the BHuropean 
Continent. The Marshall Pian, and 
the establishment oof the World 
Bank and the International Moneta- 
ry Fund at Bretton Woods, amply 
bear out the truth of this conten- 
tion. But today, a swelling volume 
of production — coupled with 8 
technology enabling man to reach 
the moon and explore otter space, 


to devise instruments of both life [ΤΥ 


and destruction — are inadequate to 
meet the challenge of hunger, igno- 
rance and disease plaguing two- 
thirds of mankind.” 

He spoke about the “Horowitz 
Plan” for channelling funds to the 
developing countries, and went on to 
a@ reasoned criticism of the existing 
formuls. for distributing SDRs (Spe- 
cial Drawing Rights, the new ‘'pa- 
per gold") by the IME. “There is 
Do reason,” he argued, “why alloca- 
tion according to IMF quotas — 
that is, substantially more to the 
rich, and less to the poor nations

‘An agricultural census begins in 
Israel today — the, first in 20 
years. It will take three months to 
complete and will be handled by 
600 enumerators, centred on three 
bases: Afula, Kfar Saba and Ri- 
shon Lezion. 

Με. Moshe Sikron, deputy direc- 
tor of the Central Bureau of Sts- 
tistics, explained yesterday that the 
older settlements will receive a 
questionnaire by mail. Arab villa- 
gers inside Israel (15,000 farms) 
will be interviewed personally by 
200 Arab enumerators. Personal in- 
terviews will also be used for im- 
migrant settlements still under the 
supervision of the Jewish Agency. 

Enumerators will root out Jewish 
old-timers as well, supposing they 
do not fill in the questionnaire or 
fill it in wrong. The statisticians 
have plenty of facilities for check- 
ing that entries are plausible, no- 
tably through reports of the va- 
rious marketing boards. 

“What we want is information 
about the individual farm, its out- 
put, its methods of irrigation, its 
machinery (including the age of the 
machinery), its livestock, the la- 
pour employed, and the areas cul- 
tivated," Mr. Haim Regev, head of 
the Bureau's Statistical Department, 
told newsmen. 

‘There have been a lot of changes 
in Israel’s farming scene since the 
1950 census. At that time, villages 
were engaged almost exclusively in 
agriculture. Today nearly a quarter 
of the kibbutz population (exclu- 
ding those engaged in “domestic” 
activities) are employed in Indus- 
try and crafts, as against 17 per 
cent in Jerusalem. 

Agriculture itself has grown 50 
that it is hardly recognizable. Out- 
put bas expanded sixfold since 1950, 
though manpower was cut by 8 
per cent. Mechanization has repla- 
ced manual labour, with a sixfold 
increase in farm tractors +- from 
3,000 to 18,000. 

Cultivated areas increased from 
25m. dunams to over 4m. 10 years 
ago — but have not been augment- 
ed since then, though output has 
doubled in the last decade. Expla- 
nation is the extension of irriga- 
tion. Ont of 4m. dunams in 1960, 
18m. were irrigated; this is now 
L7m. dunanas. : 

Since 1950, output of vegetables 
has multiplied three and a half 
times, eggs 4.3 times, citrus fruit 
six times, wheat seven times, froit 
(other than cftrus) nine times, poul- 
16 times, and meat 18 times 
(from 2,000 to 37,000 tons). Pro- 
duce such 88 cotton, sugar beet and 


peanuts were not grown 20 years 
ago. The number of settlements in- 
creased by one-quorter. 

Since 1960, their number has not 
increased at al; yet production has 
more than doubled .- while man- 
power declined by almost a quarter. 
It rose from 100,000 in 1950 to 
120,000 in 1960 (or 17 per cent of 
the civilian labour foree), and fell 
to 92,000 last year (or 10 per cent 
of the Jabour force). 

Reviewing the agricultural year 
just terminated (it coincides with 
the Hebrew calendar year), Mr. 
Regev said output rose in 1970/Ti 
(compared with the previous months) 
by 10 per cent, and prices by 15 
per cent — “a good year for the 
farmers,” he observed. Earnings 
from citrus increased by half, from 
IL880m. to 1L570m., thanks partly 
to better prices: volume rose from 
12m. to 1.5m. tons. 

Poultry production soared by al- 
most 20 per cent — from 102,000 to 
120,000 tons — yet a shortage still 
exists. The reason is that people are 
eating more chicken (pertly as ἃ 
substitute for meat, which has be- 
come prohibitive): also, Arabs in 
the administered areas are buying 
poultry from the.

Will write history for youth 


B-G, at 85, at peace 
with party and Meir

BEIT BERL. — David Ben-Gurion 
yesterday declared he will devote 
his remaining years te recording 
the annais of the return of the 
Jewish People to its ancient home- 
Jand for the benefit of the coun- 

try'’s youth. 

He firmly declined to re-enter 
politics in any form, even as ἃ 
card-carrying party member, He 
said he was concerned for the 
youth, lest they take the usation’s 
achlevements for granted. 

Mr, Ben-Gurion said this at ἃ 
festive luncheon tefidered by the 
Israel Labour Party at the Party 
College here, near Kfar Saba, to 
launch the nationwide celebrations 
of the first Premier's 85th birth- 
day. 

The gathering was in effect a 
ceremony marking the reconclila- 
tion of the nation's elder statesman 
with the party he headed for so 
long, and from which he made a 
stormy departure six years ago. 

Prime Minister Golda Meir, In an 
impassioned tribute to her life-long 
comrade, beseached him to “return 
to your party. We deserve it, and 
if you permit me, you deserve it 
too. Come and be together with 

Mr. Ben-Gurion declared: “There 
are many comrades In the Labour 
Party whom I admire. But I will 
not join any party, because I wish 
to devote the rest of my Ufe to one 
thing alone — to our youth, I want 
to tell the younger peneration about 
the past, both the good and the 
bad.” He referred to a beaming 
Mrs. Meir as “My dear havera 
(friend)," and said he would not 
Tecall old memories (apparently of 
political conflict). 

Her only reference to their few 
years of political antagonism came 
when she said: “I can only note in 
pain and sorrow what tock place 
between us during a certain petiod 
of time, and I am profoundly grate- 
ful for this moment, when you sit 
with us here, together...” 

‘The Prime Minister also said that 
those people who claimed Ben- 
Gurion had belittled world public 
opinion were wrong. She said: “I 
never heard from Ben-Gurion that 
we had no link with the outside 
world, or that we had nothing to 
leara from it. Ben-Gurion's doctrine 
was that everything must be done 
to win the sympathy and under- 
standing of foreign movements and 
countries, but what was decisive 
was what we did ourselves. The 
best information will not persuade 
others, as will the influence of the 


facts that we create.” 

She said that when 
and his comrades had set out on 
thelr path to “achieve the impos- 
sible,” they had no tllusions about 
the dangers and difficulties ahead. 
“They had the courage to see the 
troubles ahead, but they went on 
because it was the only way.” 

She adopted a jocular tone when 
describing a discussion on democ- 
racy with Ben-Gurion, the late 
Moshe Sharett and the late Peretz 
Naftali. The latter said, “We ac- 
cept in a democratic manner every- 
thing you propose.” 

More sertously, she dwelt on Ben- 
Gurion's capacity to see clear- 
sightedly the problems ahead, and 
how, in 1946, be had seen the ine- 
vitability of war to gain indepen- 
dence in 1948. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion devoted most of 
his address to the six Jewlsh per- 
s:nalitles who he sald laid the 
foundations for Jewish statehood. 
Three of them were French Jews 
— Adolphe Cremieux, the founder 
of AlHance Israelite Universelle, 
Charles Netter, who established the 
Mikve Israel Agricultural School in 
1870, and Baron Edmond de Roth- 
Schild, “who did more than any 
other Jew unt] the establishment 
of the State for settling the land.” 
The other three were the founders 
of Petah Tikva, Yehoshua Stamp- 
fer; Moshe Salomon and Israel 
Guttman. 

Mr, Ben-Gurion regretted that his 
plans for writing history were often 
interrupted by the need to reply 
personally to the many letters he 
receives apd the many visitors who 
come to him, 

On one occaston, when speaking 
of Israel’s "Fine youth," he said. 
“lve heard about these Panther — 
Shmanthers, but I really don't know 
them.” 

Labour Party Secretary-General 
Israel Yeshayahu sald, “This gather- 
ing does not come to glorify you, 
because you have been the glory 
of our generation and the mentor 
of our nation in our times.” He 
presented Mr. Ben-Gurion with a 
large album containing his speeches 
and articles collated from the party 
archives for the period 1929 
1964. 

A most touching moment came 
when singer Shulie Natan dedicated 
her rendition of “Jerusalem of Gold” 
to Mr. Ben-Gurion. When she asked 
the audlence to join in the chorus. 
Mrs. Meir was seen to whisper the 
refrain while the tume was sung 
with considerable gusto by Mr. 
Almogi, Mr. Shapiro and Mr. Ben- 
Aharon.

Rows in appointment of 
new J’lem Religious Council

Two major rows blew up yester- 
day over the appolutment of the 
Jerusalem Religious Council. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek sent tele- 
grams to the Ministers of Justice and 
Religious Affairs claiming that the 
Religious Affairs Minister Dr. Zerah 
Warhaftig had contravened the law 
by presenting a list of names for 
the new Religious Council without 
clearing it with the Mayor and 
Municipal Council first. Mayor Kol- 
lek demanded that the Justice Min- 
istry refrain from gazetting the 
list. 

At the same time, Dr. Warhaftig’s 
Ust caused deep resentment among 
Jerusalem N.R.P. leaders — since 
the Minister allegedly rode rough- 
shod over their own ideas as to 
who should sit on the Religious 
Council and who should head it. 
Local N.R-P. men met with the 
Minister late last night to voice 
their protest. 

Both conflicts nave complicated 
backgrounds. Mr. Kollek, while not 
interested in internal N.R.P. machi- 
nations, had warned eariier that 
he would not allow the interests of 
the other religious parties in the 
Capital to be harmed in the com- 
position of the Religicus Couacil.

(The Minister by law 
appcints 14 members of the Reli- 
gious Council and must approve the 
other 17, who are appointed by the 
Municipality and the local rabbi- 
nate.) P.AL’s senior representative 
and long-time Deputy Chairman of 
the Religious Council, Rabbi Ya'acov 
Katzenellenbogen, reacted by im- 
mediately threatening to pull his 
faction out of the Religious Council. 

‘The internal conflict in the N.R.P. 
is in fact a fight between the local 
party heads aud Dr. Warhaftig and 
the national ΝΡ. circles close to 
him. The lecal party resolved re- 
cently to give its representation on 
the Religious Council a completely 
new face: all N.R.P. men who had 
served on the old Council would not 
serve on the new. The decision was 
aimed in particular at the Council 
Chairman, Rabbi Dr. Ya'acov Vain- 
stela. (By long-standing “agree- 
ment” between the N.RP. and the 
Alignment, the N.R.P. appoints the 
Chairman of the Religious Council). 
Rabbi Vainstein has fallen foul of 
the local party men, and they want 
to see him go. The Minister, on the 
other hand, is determined that he 
remaln — if not as Chairman then 
at least as a member.

The first legal moves to challenge 


, the Interior Minister's refusal to 


give Meyer Lansky an immigrant’s 
visa will be taken on Sunday, Mr. 


Lansky's lawyer, Yoram lroy, 
told The Post last night. . 
He was referring to preliminary 


jegal steps aimed af getting the 
Minister of Interior to disclose the 
grounds for hia rejection of Mr. 
Lansky’s application for a vise. 
Mr. Alroy aaid he would insist on 
seeing the documents on which the 
Minister based his decision. 
The date when he will apply to the 
High Court for an order nisi against 
the Minister, as well as for a 
temporary injunction to prevent is- 
suance of a deportation order, will 
depend on the outcome of these 
preliminary steps, he said. 

(If the Minister refuses to dis- 
close his grounds he can lay him- 
self open to an order nisi on this 
point as well.) 

The spokesman of the Interior 
Ministry said last night that if 
Lansky did not take steps to clarify 
his legal status in a short while, 
the Ministry would take steps. (He 
was apparently hinting at deporta- 
tion proceedings.) ‘The Ministry 
would not hesitate to act if Lansky 
persists im his present inaction, 
which leaves his presence in the 
country egal, the spokesman said. 
One week had already elapsed, quite 
enough tlme to apply to the courts. 
The spokesman said ‘the Ministry 
did not object to giving Lansky a 
Pecaonenle: period to press his case.
